OLD LACES FOR NEW 


On the altar of a great American Cathedral there 
lies a rare and costly piece of mosaic lace. It is an 
antique treasure and yet a modern creation, for it 
was made only recently from the old laces of a New 
England woman who wished to make a donation to 
the Cathedral. 


This magnificent altar cloth represents the genius 
of one Italian woman aided by a corps of skilled 
helpers. Years ago Miss Zallio began collecting 
small bits of rare old laces—-handkerchiefs, pieces 
from altar cloths, bed spreads, old gowns—and 
working them together in original designs for table 
cloths, luncheon sets, veils, doilies, or lamp shades. 
Later she allowed her customers to bring their laces 
to her and these she made into any form the owner 
desired. 


The finished product that leaves Miss Zallio’s 
shop does not give any clue to the manner in which 
it was made. You would never know, for instance, 
that the delicate motif in the centre of a table cloth 
was once the centre of a handkerchief, and that the 
frame around this motif is the border of the hand- 
kerchief; or that the filet on the outer edge was 
taken in part from an Italian court dress of the days 
of Lucretia Borgia. 


Miss Zallio contributes her own creative ability 
to every piece of work she does. Her shop at 561 
Fifth Avenue reminds one of the lace shops one sees 
so frequently in Venice. It also reminds one that 
it is not necessary to go to Venice to buy lace 
especially when you can find Miss Zallio’s adver- 
tisement any time in Vogue.

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“THE PROOF OF THE PUDDING’— 


It takes only a few minutes to eat a cake, but it 
requires hours to make it—especially a good one. 


In Lincoln, Nebraska, there is carried on an in- 
dustry that is perhaps, the largest of its kind in 
the United States. The interesting feature of this 
business is that women operate it exclusively; for 
the bakery firm of Hoenshel & Emery believes 
that no kitchen can be well regulated without the 
metaphorically ‘‘feminine touch.” 


Hence their Royal Black Fruit Cake is scrupu- 
lously watched over by skilled women during every 
moment of its manufacture. The cleansing of each 
raisin, each currant, or other fruit that forms a part 
of the cake is done by a corps of girls employed solely 
for the purpose. After the mixture has been made, 
the embryo cake is placed in an oven and baked in 
such a way that all the juices and flavors are con- 
served—a process which, needless to say, is kept a 
close secret in the bakery. 


It is significant of the purity and rich quality 
of Royal Black Fruit Cake that in each sixty 
pounds of mixture there is but four of flour—just 
enough to give the cake its rich, velvety texture. 
Three kinds of special raisins are used, and the cur- 
rants, citron, and almonds are imported. 


Three years ago the name of Hoenshel & Emery 
was barely known outside the city of Lincoln. To- 
day the bakery is patronized by women from Cali- 
fornia to Maine. In a letter we received recently 
from the firm, the belief was expressed that the 
proof of the pudding is in the constantly growing 
demand for it—‘‘a demand,” they added, ‘‘consid- 
erably stimulated by the patronage of Vogue 
readers.”

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HOSPITALITY SHOULD NOT BE FATAL 


The Etiquette Books May Be Counted On to Remind Us, 


as Guests, Not to Eat with Our Knives, and, as Hosts, to 


Provide the Guest with a 


Napkin; but the Subtleties of 


Genuine Hostship and Guestship Are Bred, Not Read 


RMED with an etiquette book of recent vintage 
A and a moderate amount of common sense and 
social tact, the newest and almost the crudest 
climber may hope to pass in safety the ordeal of the week- 
end visit. Such short-term hospitality can be reduced 
to formal rules. However, book manners, like book 
farming, are apt to seem a trifle odd to those who really 
know, and the etiquette books are too often annoyingly 
voluble upon matters of small importance and disappoint- 
ingly silent on delicate and difficult essentials. Perhaps 
the good visitor is born, not made, and certainly good 
hostesses and the houses where one may visit in serene 
comfort are apt to be those with a long tradition of inti- 
mate and liberal hospitality. ‘There are houses appointed 
with servants and everything else palatial, where the 
simplest of guests may feel at home. On the other hand, 
there are hostesses who have never learned that the dis- 
play of jewels and the multiplication of servants do not 
create a hospitable atmosphere. After the deadly dull 
formality of some elaborate houses, pleasant is that story 
of the painter who came to dinner at Alma-Tadema’s 
exquisite home and called up the marble stairway to his 
host, “Fetch down a pair of scissors so that | may trim 
my cuffs.”” One would know that in Alma-Tadema’s house 
the atmosphere was as hospitable as that of the shabbiest 
Virginia plantation house that has survived the war. 


OUTHERNERS are apt to be good visitors and ad- 
\Y mirable hosts, because they have the tradition. The 
loneliness of widely scattered plantations first made 
southerners hospitable, and not even the servantless 
poverty of the period immediately after the Civil War 
sufficed to banish the tradition. It has been said that a 
single letter of introduction would procure a man hos- 
pitable entertainment everywhere from Baltimore to 
New Orleans. There is something relaxing in the very 
reception of a guest at a southern house which hosts and 
guests everywhere would do well to emulate. The visitor 
arrives toward evening, perhaps; the friendly gloaming 
itself lends a touch of adventure and romance to the 
arrival. Then there is a gush of warm light as the hos- 
pitable door opens, a glimpse of a blazing log fire as the 
guest passes toward the stairway, and, with these inani- 
mate manifestations, a confused array of smiling friendly 
faces, a mixed murmur of reassuring welcome, and then 
the quiet of the airy room that is to be the guest’s home, 
if for only a day. Later, refreshed and rested, the guest 


comes down to the drawing-room, and the visit is aus- 
piciously begun. Unfortunately the serenity of the first 
hour of a visit, be it in the south or in the north, often 
includes the very last serene moment of the entire visit. 


OUNG folk are apt to bea little over-eager as hosts or as 

guests. Too often, as hosts, they organize a formidable 
plan of entertainment and mercilessly execute it despite 
the ill-concealed distress of the daily wearying guest. 
The sanitariums are always full of guests who have been 
over-entertained, and some foreseeing persons have been 
known to arrange for rooms at the rest-cure upon accept- 
ing an invitation to particularly arduous houses. But it is 
laid down in the etiquette books that not even the weariest 
guests should frankly go at once from the door of their 
hostess to that of the sanitarium; and hosts should re- 
member that hospitality should not be fatal. 


S it is the duty of the hostess to make the guest for- 

get he is not at home, so it is the duty of the guest 
never to yield entirely to such amiable blandishments. 
The guest who manages to be always at ease without 
ever quite assuming that he is at home is the welcome 
guest. No matter how rich the house, the tactful guest 
does not needlessly call out horses or motor-cars, nor 
disregard meal hours, nor multiply the work of servants, 
nor in any way assume to change the order of the house- 
hold. There are houses where the host seems glad to have 
his guests do any or all of these things, but even the most 
privileged guest does not avail himself of all his. privileges. 


HERE is another pitfall which the privileged guest 

must avoid. Men and women much in demand 
as guests need to be singularly tactful and self-effacing, 
strictly observant of the limitations set for the well-bred 
guest if they are to avoid taking on the touch of the pro- 
fessional visitor. This misguided person commercializes 
hospitality; he regards his suave manners, clever stories, 
and ease in dancing as entitling him to so many weeks at 
this or that country house and takes as his due reward 
all its accompaniments of horses, motors, yachts, unlim- 
ited amusement, and whatever other luxuries wealth can 
supply,—to say nothing of board, room, and lodging. 
No man with quite the nicest notion of what a guest’s 
attitude should be can become a professional visitor, 
but even such an one can not be too careful to avoid 


every possible trace of professionalism.
